Mr. Quillen was asked to build an addition of 6,621 rsf during the initial lease term to
house a large increase in DCS staff and was promised that he would get five full years
at the expanded location to help amortize the cost of the additional construction.
Construction could not commence when anticipated because of State design delays
and the State Fire Marshal. The additional seven months will give him exactly five full
years of full rent. The building is scheduled to be ready November 1, 2008.

UNIVERSITY OF TENNESSEE
1) Mr. Fitts reminded the Subcommittee that the SBC had referred to them, with authority to act, a

request for approval to issue a Request for Proposals for the development of master plan and
architectural guidelines for the Cherokee Campus at the University of Tennessee. Alvin Payne was
recognized and stated that this RFP is an accumulation of several weeks of work and that U.T. and
SBC staff were generally comfortable with the document except for some minor changes that all agree
need to be made. He said there was a question regarding the financial commitment of the Foundation
to fund the project. He said they did not have a letter of commitment from the Foundation yet, but
anticipated receiving it. He then requested approval of the issuance of the RFP subject to receiving an
acceptable letter from the Foundation. He added that if they don't have it they won't proceed with this
process. Treasurer Sims commented that the rationale for engaging in this process was the third party
funding. He said he would agree that it is a little unreasonable that they need to sign up for the whole
deal without knowing the total cost and if the design charette was a part of this before they issue the
document that they commit funding for whatever that procurement document covered. He said that if
they believe it is unaffordable he doesn’'t want the State to be committed. Comptroller Morgan stated
that they all understand there is no other money and if the Foundation was not going to pay for the
contract then they don't have any other money. Alvin Payne said they will be going through the RFP
process and then come back to the SBC to make the award. The University would seek approval of
the master plan by the University of Tennessee Board of Trustees, THEC and the SBC. Treasurer
Sims said it was helpful for the proposers to understand the process. He made a motion to approve
with the stipulation that the University of Tennessee will submit a funding letter to staff for review and
sign-off as well as the finalized RFP document. The motion was seconded and passed without
objection.
